(EDS) from continuing construction at its 
Romulus injection-well site, as well as 
postponing the City's suit of EDS for 
alleged ordinance violations — pending 
the outcome of a trial to determine 
whether or not EDS can operate its dis- 
posal facility in the City. That trial is

EDS Responds to City 


Councilman's Concerns 


Dear Mr. Russell Lambert: 

Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (EDS) does not normally engage in 
political debates and issues; and, there- 
fore, we have not responded to your 
statements made in the August 13-24, 
1993 issue of The Romulus News. 

Specifically, you said, "Since the ini- 
tial proposal for this facility came before 
the City, I've spent a lot of time studying 
materials from a variety of expert sources. 
| don't think it's prudent to rely solely on 
information selected by a corporation 
which has an enormous financial inter- 
est inciting only favorable opinions; many 
other experts out there are more pessi- 
mistic about this disposal method's 
safety.” 

Two paragraphs further, your com- 
ments continued: "For instance, many of 
the wastes to be disposed of are man- 
made chemicals never encountered in 
nature. They are so newthat we have not 
had time to thoroughly analyze the pos- 
sible reactions that they could undergo in 
unusual environmental conditions. | find 
it difficult to believe that anyone can be 
unconditionally certainthat these wastes, 
when combined together in an environ- 
mentwhere temperatures and pressures 
are much higher than they are on the

EDS Addresses Residents’ 
Most Common Questions 


Editor's note: After numerous con- 
versations with residents and business 
people who asked us a variety of ques- 
tions about the Environmental Disposal 
Systems (EDS) well project, we at "the 
little paper” approached Douglas Wick- 
lund, president and CEO of EDS, and 
asked him to address some of those 
most frequently asked. It shouldbe noted 
that "the little paper" has consulted out- 
side sources to check into all but the last 
of the questions below and, in every 
case, the EDS answer was indepen- 
dently confirmed. 

Q. Has construction of the well 
been completed (and, If so, when), or 
does some work remain? 

A. Construction ofthe wellwas com- 
pleted in August, 1993. 

Q. Has the well been constructed 
on property which Is properly zoned 
for its operation? 

A. Yes. The location of the well is 
governed by federal and state law, which 
impose rigorous requirements on deep 
injection wells. We have received federal 
and state permits for this well. Moreover, 
if the City's zoning classification were 
applicable, it is our opinion that the prop- 
erty is properly zoned for the well. 

Q. Has EDS already received its 
permit to operate the well? 

A. Yes, but EDS cannot begin in- 
jecting waste into the well until after 
certain additional data is submitted to 
and reviewed by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency. 

Q. Has EDS already received Its 
PA 64 permit for on-site storage? 

A. EDS has a PA64 "permit by rule" 
for its well. EDS has received an Under- 
ground Injection Control (UIC) permit 
under the federal Safe Drinking Water 
Act from the United States Environmen- 
tal Protection Administration. PA 64 pro- 
vides that EDS is therefore deemed to 
have a PA 64 permit for its well. 

EDS has not proposed on-site stor- 
age and has therefore not applied for or 
obtained a PA 64 permit for on-site stor- 
age. If EDS proposes on-site storage, a 
PA 64 permit may be required. 

Q. Were any other companies 
ever Involved with EDS In the Romu- 
lus well project? 

A. EDSis and has beenthe licensed 
owner-operator of the project and at all 
times has had sole responsibility for op- 
erating the well. 

Q. Did EDS ever hire the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Geology Department 
to evaluate the feasibility of construct- 
ing its well on property located on or 
hear Van Born Road? 

A. EDS, through its own geologists 
and through the University of Michigan 
(U of M) Geology Department, reviewed 
the underlying geological conditions of a 
number of areas in eastern-lower and 
southeastern Michigan before selecting 
its present site in Romulus. In particular, 
EDS requested the U of M geologists to 
review the feasibility of a site on Van 


Born Road and received a recommen- 
dation against using said site. 

Q. Is it true that people who own 
property located within a certain dis- 
tance of the Romulus well must, If 
they choose to sell it, Include a disclo- 
sure concerning the property's prox- 
imity to the well? 

A. No such requirement is found in 
any of the rules governing Environmen- 
tal Disposal System's deep injection well 
(i.e., Safe Drinking Water Act, Resource 
Conservation and Recovery Act, or Michi- 
gan PA 64). EDS is not aware of the 
existence of any such requirement in any 
other form of federal or state laws. 

Q. Some well opponents main- 
tain that there are environmentally 
safer ways of dealing with most of the 
hazardous wastes which will be In- 
jected into the Romulus well, but that 
these methods are not used because 
they are more expensive, and waste 
Producers don't want to pick up the 
tab for the extra cost. Do these safer 
methods exist? 

A. There are no safer ways — this is 
the opinion of our geologists and of the 
Outside expert consultants we have en- 
gaged. Moreover, experience supports 
this conclusion. There are a number of 
deep injection wells throughout the United 
States, some of which have been operat- 
ing for almost 50 years. In Michigan, 
there are about 20 deep injection wells, 
some of which have been in operation for 
about 25 years. 

The Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources states that: "... of the 
20 plus industrial waste disposal wells 
(Class |!) presently operating, we have 
had no instances of well failure or con- 
tamination during a period of approxi- 
mately 21 years." 

There are other means of disposal 
which, to be permitted, must also meet 
stringent federal and state requirements. 
These other means are, in fact, more 
expensive — and, therefore, more costly 
to society — than our well. They are at 
best no safer (if as safe) than our well, 
and they require disposal of waste in our 
water sources and landfills. We offer a 
less costly and safer means of disposal. 

In accord with our intent to be a good 
corporate neighbor in the City of Romu- 
lus, EDS welcomes the chance to ad- 
dress residents' questions about the con- 
struction and operation of its injection- 
well facility. We believe that open com- 
munication of factual information is the 
best way to assure the public of the 
safety of our project and its benefit to the 
community.

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Romulus Profile: Tom Dolan

Tom Dolan is a man who gets things 
done. Currently in his sixth year as prin- 
cipal of Romulus High School, the 46- 
year-old Dolan designed two highly suc- 
cessful programs for emotionally dis- 
turbed children before turning his focus 
toward his present career of educational 
administration. 

In arecent interview, when asked to 
detail his part in establishing the above- 
mentioned programs, the 20-year Ann 
Arbor resident replied, "In 1973, | was 
offered a position at Northville Psychiat- 
ric Hospital in order to set up a program 
for adolescent psychiatric patients. The 
program — Everyday People in Control, 
or EPIC —was 'non-traditional' in design. 

"At Northville," he continued, "| was 
the first 'non-psychiatrist’ to establish 
and direct a psychiatric program." 

Dolan went on to note that, initially, 
he began his task by hiring doctors, 
social workers, and others in the mental- 
health field to work on EPIC. Additionally, 
he mandated the necessary training for 
all the facility's child-care workers to en- 
able them to serve as Certified therapists. 

In 1978, after Dolan had established 
and "fine-tuned" EPIC, Wayne County 
mental-health officials sought his exper- 
tise to revamp the Beacon Day Treat- 
ment Center. 

Said Dolan, "Although itwas a County 
project, | was hired through the Romulus 
school district because that's where the 
program was located. | used the same 
non-traditional approach that | used with 
EPIC. After hiring allthe people | needed, 
| had 70 people working under me." 

Under Dolan's skillful direction, Bea- 
con went from accommodating 30 ado- 
lescents from five school districts to an 
impressive number of 200 children from 
24 districts. 

Dolan had exceptional credentials 
to qualify him to realize both the EPIC 
and Beacon programs. In 1968, the Au- 
burn, New York native earned a bachelor 
of arts degree in psychology from 
Ypsilanti's Eastern Michigan University 
(EMU); the following year, he picked up 
his masters degree in counseling from 
EMU. He was 22 years old at the time. 

In the midst of his post-graduate 
studies, Dolan worked at the Wayne 
County Child Development Center in 
Plymouth: "| was a child-care worker at 
the Center," he explained. "There were 
about 500 youths there — about 30 kids to 
a cottage.” 

After completing his university stud- 

‘ies, Dolan remained with the Center, 
working as a youth counselor, and thus 
laying the groundwork for his eventual 

‘accomplishments with the EPIC and 

Beacon programs. 


* * * 


In 1985 — subsequent to Dolan's 


successful reorganization of the Beacon 


Center — Dr. William Bedell, superinten- 
dent of Romulus Community Schools, 
asked Dolan to begin working for the 
District as principal of Romulus Junior 
High School. Three years later, Dolan 
was elevated to his present position of 
Romulus High School principal. 

When queried as to the similarities 
between his psychiatric and education 
careers, Dolan replied, "It's as ifthere's a 
seamless web between the two: in psy- 
chiatry, |was developing programs; here, 
I'm into restructuring schools." 

Of course, he also noted the fact that 
service to youth is another factor shared 
by the two fields. 

Dolan's excellence as both an edu- 
cator and facilitator has certainly not 
gone unnoticed by his peers. On Octo- 
ber 18, 1993, Dolan was honored as one 
of only six Michigan recipients of the 
prestigious Milkin Family Foundation 
National Educator Award. The Founda- 
tion — whose self-proclaimed mission is 
"to help pecple help themselves and 
those around them to lead productive 
and satisfying lives" — recognizes that its 
mission is "fulfilled each day by the com- 
mitted educator.” The award carries with 
it an unrestricted $25,000 in cash. 

During his eight-year tenure as a 
Romulus educator, Dolan has observed 
a number of changes within the Schools. 
He was asked to comment. 

"| think the focus on the quality of 
services offered to students is more 
prevalent now. This has, inturn, increased 
the demands on, and changed the roles 
of, many of ourteachers. Today's teacher 
is, in many instances, more of a facilita- 
tor than an educator. They teach more of 
everyday living —what's called ‘authentic 
learning.'" 

On the down side, Dolan added that, 
due to their own inability to effectively 
discipline their children, some parents 
are beginning to rely more onthe schools 
to do the job for them. 

"It's frustrating,” he said, "because, 
for many kids, ‘gangs, drugs, and rock-n- 
roll'are prevalent now. For the most part, 
however—due to alot of hard work by our 
assistant principals — our high school 
seems to be relatively problem-free with 
regard to student behavior. | feel that, 
overall, our students are nice kids, and 
the parents are nice people." 

But Dolan also noted his belief that 
the Junior High students are not arriving 
at the High School "as well prepared as 
they shouldbe." This problem, he said, is 
one reason why Superintendent Bedell 
is sokeenondeveloping and implement- 
ingthe concept of "Schools ofthe Twenty- 
first Century." | 

When asked to speak to his major 
goalor"vision" for Romulus High School, 


Dolan said, "| want to see collaborative — 


schools where students and parents can 
join in marriage with educators to mutu- 
ally achieve the skills that are needed for 
success on the outside. Presently, this 
relationship between students, parents, 
and teachers is dysfunctional." 

Already (as Dolanwould put it) "walk- 
ing the talk" on this issue, he has geared 
up a program to pay parents to help 
achieve this highly worthwhile educa- 
tional environment.

surface, will not react in some unsus- 
pectedly dangerous manner. 

"Geologists can talk all they want to 
about waste materials remaining con- 
fined for 10,000 years; obviously, no one 
has actually been able to test such a 
theory and, as far as I'm concerned, too 
little is Known about factors such as 
seismic activity and plate tectonics to 
allow for any such certainty." 

lt is not surprising to us that you do 
not quote any experts inyourstatements, 
and we view them in their proper context; 
namely, they are simply incorrect. How- 
ever, your statements were made to the 
public and, therefore, we hereby offer 
the following in rebuttal: 

Based onour experience inthe deep- 
well industry, we are not familiar with any 
true experts that do not believe in the 
safety of deep-well injection if facilities 
are properly sited and operated accord- 
ing to current regulations. Negative com- 
ments typically come from a few “scien- 
tists" who are onthe fringe of the technol- 
ogy and have little credibility with the 
regulatory agencies or the technical pro- 
fessionals who are knowledgeable about 
the history and practice of deep-well 
disposal. Although some historical prac- 
tices have been cause for concern, cur- 
rent regulations and practice yields a 
high degree of environmental protection 
for the environment as discussed in: 
state and federal studies and reports, 
academic work, trade-industry-spon- 
sored research, and studies by private 
industry. 

The anthropogenic compounds dis- 
posed of via injection are well under- 
stood. Chemical reactions at pressures 
and temperatures far in excess of those 
which will be encountered in the use of 
the EDS disposal well are regularly stud- 
ied. In addition, the conditions in the Mt. 
Simon injection zone are not as extreme 
as you may believe. The temperature is 
only 90 degrees Fahrenheit at the bot- 
tom of the well and maximum pressures 
near the bottom of the well will be 2,000 
to 3,000 psi. These conditions are often 
encountered in surface operations and 
can be easily replicated for study. In fact, 
the USEPA (United States Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency) requires compat- 
ibility testing at simulated underground

conditions as part of the permitting pro- 
cess. As a final note, it will be in the best 
financial interest of EDS to fully investi- 
gate compatibility issues because the 
most common reaction of chemicals 
placed in the well will be precipitation of 
solids. Since this will tend to plug up the 
well, EDS would lose revenue because 
of decreased disposal capacity should 
these compatibility issues not be ade- 
quately addressed. 

Since the practice of waste fluid in- 
jection has only been used for approxi- 
mately 100 years, it is true that no one 
has been able to test the confinement for 
waste over 10,000 years. However, a 
significant amount of work has beendone 
to study the movement and containment 
of natural fluids such as fresh water, salt 
water, and oil and gas over time frames 
of between hours and hundreds of mil- 
lions of years. Many studies have been 
successfully completed over periods of 
tens of years to verify computer calcula- 
tions by drilling wells into "plumes" and 
comparing results. This large body of 
scientific information, along withthe study 
of waste injection and oil and gas pro- 
duction over the past hundred years, 
provides a good basis for the prediction 
of the fate of deep-well-disposed wastes. 

Seismic activity and plate tectonics 
are also subjects which have been ex- 
tensively studied. The geology of the 
Michigan Basin is very old and stable. 
Tectonic plate movement such as sub- 
duction or rift Zone growth does not oc- 
cur in this area. Earthquakes (seismic 
activity) are also not a concern at the 
Romulus site. Active faults, a common 
focus of natural earthquakes, are distant 
from this facility. In addition, federal and 
State regulations require permit condi- 
tions which will prevent any activity atthe 
site from causing any seismic activity. 
Plate tectonics and natural or man-made 
earth movements are not a cause for 
concern at this disposal-well site. 

As always, we look forward to the 
opportunity to address your statements 
and, at the same time, present factual 
data to the public for its consideration.
